The following was received from 
W4KA, CQ WAZ Awards Manager: 


July ls, 1987 

In response to the many excellent 
comments from DXers, we have rescin- 
ded (effective immediately) the memo 
of January 2, 1987, to all CQ check 
points. 

The major aim of the January 2, 
1987 memo was to simplify and clarify 
the Zone 23/Zone 24 boundary. While 
the re-definition of Zone 23 and 
Zone 24 made it extremely easy to 
determine the CQ Zone of a BY stat- 
ions it had two undesireable effects. 

First, the traditional Zone 23/24 
boundary was drastically changed 
which is not in the best interests of 
the historical cantinuity of the WAZ 
program, 

Second, the change made it several 
times more difficult for an amateur 
to work Zone 23 by removing some 
19,024,286 Chinese people and 309,000 
Square miles from Zone 23, and 
considering them to be in Zone 24, 
which 16 already fairly easy to work.
